An American I to r g ia . 
N ew Y ork, August Kith.—The .Sun’s 
Boston special says : The marvelous cun­ 
ning of Mrs. Robinson, tlie Somerville 
Borgia, is illustrated by the fact that in no 
case was poison administered w hen the 
victim was in perfect health. She usually 
waited until he or she had some litlie sick­ 
ness, then her process of slow poisoning 
would begin. 
Her son, who died on Wed­ 
nesday, met with an accident, and it was 
necessary to have a doctor. 
She then be­ 
gan her work upon him, but in his case 
she administered heavier doses of arsenic 
than to any of her other victims. She 
must have given others, in the opinion of 
the doctors who attended them, a small 
d.ise. She always introduced poison at 
the latter end of some sickness of her 
several victims. 
This is probably an 
explanation of her success in deceiving 
a dozen or more physicians, until her vic­ 
tims numbered half a score. In each case 
the patient manifested some symptoms 
which cuuld not possibly be attributed to 
poison. 
Hence the sickness and death 
could only be described as baffling and 
mysterious, with the ground for suspicion 
so light as not to warrant basing thereon a 
charge of murder. 
Then by employing 
new physicians in eacli case, the coinci­ 
dence of more than one death with the 
same suspicious features in common was 
avoided. 
Thus she was aide, with some 
few symptoms of a natural disease, iu com­ 
plication with the effects of poison, to de­ 
ceive several really skillful physicians. She 
might have succeeded in the case of her 
son W illiam, had she not hastened the 
murderous process by giving larger doses. 
Boston, August l(!th.—Officers are look­ 
ing for one Dr. G. C. Beers, an irregular 
practitioner 
having a large practice at 
South End. 
Bpers is said to have been n 
frequent visitor at the house of Mrs. Sarah 
J. Robinson, the alleged Somerville poi­ 
soner, for years, and is suspected r.f having 
assisted her in her operations. He has not 
been found as yet. A medical examiner 
has been granted permission to exhume 
the bodies of the various members of the 
family of Mrs. Robinson, it being allega! 
that they died from the administration of 
poison at her hands. 
It is learned that 
Mis. Robinson intended, in company with 
a certain Boston woman, to sail for Europe 
next Friday or Saturday on a pleasure trip, 
leaving her children behind. 
It is pre­ 
sumed that for the funds to pay her ex­ 
penses she relied upon the life insurance 
money which would have accrued lo her 
upon the death of her son W illie, buried 
yesterday, had not her arrest on the charge 
of wholesale poisoning interfered with its 
collection. The cases of both Mrs. Robin­ 
son and Mr. Smith w ill come up on 
Wednesday. 
The Cutting Matter. 
E l Paso, August 16th.—There are no 
new developments in the Cutting matter 
to-day, although the usual number of un­ 
reliable rumors have been manufactured. 
One of these rumors is that large bodies of 
Mexican troops are streaming into Chi­ 
huahua. There is, no doubt, nothing in it. 
Th£ coming of Special Agent Sedgwick is 
impatiently waited on both sides. 
He will 
spend a few days in Paso del Norte, and 
then go on to Chihuahua, where he will 
spend at least a week. Then, if he should 
conclude to go to the City of Mexico, he 
would remain on his trip at least two 
weeks longer. The Mexicans have kept a 
very stiff upper lip so far, and it looks as 
though they would like to gel out of the 
Cutting business if they could do so with­ 
out squarely backing down.

Moaey and Business. 
New York, August 16th.—The Tribune's 
editorial on money and business says: 
Since the adjournment of Congress there 
has been but one unfavorable symptom. 
Business is large, and the better exchanges 
show an increase of nearly 23 per cent, at 
New York, in spite of the great decline in 
stock transactions, and outside of New 
York there is an increase of 17 per cent. 
The grain movement is the largest ever 
known. 
Railroad earnings show a general 
and satisfactory increase. The imports are 
large, but the increase in exports has.of 
late been much greater. Speculation thus 
far has failed to block the channels of legit­ 
imate trade. 
Increase o f th e Hours of I.abor. 
N ew Y o r k , August 16th.— A new time­ 
table, it is said, has been prepared by the 
Third Avenue Railroad, which goes into 
effect to-day. 
It is rot exactly a surprise to 
the men, who have been expecting it, and 
it is more than likely they will resist the 
effort to increase their working hours. At 
present twelve hours constitutea day's work1 
This is according to the agreement which 
the company made with the drivers and 
conductors who took 
the place of the 
strikers. 
The new schedule increases tlie 
working hours from thirty minutes to an 
hour all round, and is regarded as the first 
step toward returning to the old sixteen 
hour time-table. 
Recently the company 
tried to reduce the wages of the drivers, but 
the men made such a determined stand 
that the company liad reason to suspect the 
existence of a strong organization, and the 
reduction was not pressed. 
The Trial oT tho Jlomb-Throwers. 
C h ic a g o. August lGili.—The closing week 
of the great Anarchist trial opened this 
morning. 
It is insufferably hot, with 
scarcely a breath of fresh air in thtfCourt­ 
room. Every inch of space within the four 
walls is oectfpied by spectators. 
Foster re­ 
sumed his speech this morning by declar­ 
ing that he was not there to defend anarchy. 
When he expressed that sentiment on 
•Saturday he expressed the sentiment of his 
associates. The verdict ought not to be 
based upon the statements of any counsel. 
This assertion was apparently made with 
the view of undoing the effect of statements 
made by Solomon in his opening. 
As to 
Spies and his utterance, Foster quoted the 
old adage that ”A barking dog never bites.” 
Spies never concealed his sentiments. They 
were made public time and again through 
the press. 
The man was talkative, that 
couldn’t be dispnted. There must be some­ 
thing in the construction of the man s 
brain which made him give utterance to 
this wild talk. The man loved notoriety, 
and that was all. 
A Light Hop Crop. 
Co o fersto w x (N. Y.), August 10th.—The 
prospect of securing a crop of 8,000 to 11- 
000 bales of hops in the county of Otsego 
■was better a fortnight ago than now. Many 
yards that tiien gave promise of one-third 
of an average crop, have since succumbed 
to the prevailing blight and now promise 
few, if any, hops. Other yards, of which 
the owners hopefully expected a late crop 
out of midsummer shoots, have disap­ 
pointed this expectation, hence a crop of 
5,000 or 6,000 bales will meet the views of 
the most sanguine. A very careful esti­ 
mate by towns, iaade by competent per­ 


sons, places the probable crop in Otsego 
comity at about 5,000 bales.

W a s h in g t o n . 
August 16th. — Messrs. 
Morris, Earle A rugb, as solicitors for At­ 
torney-General Garland, to day filed liis 
answer to the biil recently filed by J. Harris 
Rogers against Attorney-General Garland. 
Senalor Harris and others for a settlement 
of the Pan-Electric Telephone Company’s 
affairs. Garland in his answer denies in 
detail every material statement in the bill, 
and calls attention to the scandalous and 
impertinent matter in the bill. H e says he 
must decline to answer such portions un­ 
less the ( ourt directs him to do so. 
In tiie 
course of his answer Garland says he be­ 
came impressed with the apparent useful­ 
ness of the inventions, and on February 15, 
1883, attended a meeting ot persons inter­ 
ested at the residence of the complainant. 
After relating the eirclimstances of its 
working, and the making of u contract, 
Garland says thai the complainant, instead 
of devoting himself to a perfection of the 
invention, as by his contract he was bound 
to do, sold the interests in his stock in the 
patent, in violation of said contract, and be­ 
came anxious to have the stock issued, in 
violation of the contract, and against the 
interests of the company; that finding he 
could not persuade the defendants to accede 
to his wishes, he procured many false and 
malicious statements tobe published in the 
public press of the country, both as to the 
defendants and as to the business of the 
company.

Alliance of llie Powers. 
London, August 16th.—Telegrams from 
S:. Petersburg shite that the feeling in favor 
of an offensive and defensive alliance be­ 
tween Ru-ria and France is rapidly grow­ 
ing. 
An entente cordial between the two 
Governments, in view of the increasing es­ 
trangement between Germany and Russia 
on one hand, and France and Germany on 
tho other is warmly applauded by the press, 
and declared to be favored in the highest 
quarters. German advices, commenting on 
the soemingapproachment between France 
and Russia, and the ery raised by irrespon­ 
sible Frenchmen for a war of revenge, 
taken in view of the recent manifestation, 
have been carefully prepared for effect at 
Berlin. It is believed the Imperial meet­ 
ing is likely to result in an understanding 
being affected between Germany, Austria, 
England and Italy, amounting practically 
to a coalition against Russia and France ill 
ease of a breach of the European peace. 
The Bulgarian union with Eastern Rou- 
melia is again looming up, aud Russia is 
pressing her objections to the proDOsed 
modifications of the organic law, if per­ 
mitted by the 1’orte. 
Turkey proposes to j 
join the committee from (he two national • 
legislative bodies empowered to meet in j 
conference at trie cali of the Governor- 
General. The Russian Foreign Office has 
not replied to the proposal, and the answer 
is expected to he unfavorable.

Senator L;laud Stanford arrived in this 
city yesterday from Washington, and was 
seen lust evening by a CaU reporter. Sen­ 
ator Stanford said; “ I regret very much I 
was unable to be here during the encamp­ 
ment of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
as 1 would have liked very much to have 
been with our people on that occasion. 
I 
met a great many persons East who had 
jurt returned from a visit to California, and 
the impression they hail all formed regard­ 
ing the great resources of our State were 
extremely favorable, especially regarding 
ilie great wheat crop of this year, and our 
other agricultural products. 
“ With regard to the wine bill, lately be­ 
fore Congress at Washington, I did the 
best in my power to aid in procuring a bill 
that would be favorable to the home in­ 
dustry of nur State. 
Tho Senate cannot 
originate a bill dealing with questions of 
revenue, and unfortunately ibis bill did so, 
consequently I had to wait until a bill 
came in from the House of Representa­ 
tives to which 1 conhl attach an am end­ 
ment. 
1 watched every opportunity to 
push it as fast as 1 could. 
It passed the 
Senate, but failed to pass the House. 
I ex­ 
pect it will pass into a law early next 
session.” 
Referring to the subject of irrigation, 
Senator Stanford sa id : *’ Water for irriga­ 
tion is one of the most inipqjtantqnes'ions 
to tbe people of thif State, and will become 
more aud more so : 
our population in­ 
creases. 
None will be satisfied with n 
settlement that will not permit a completo 
utilization ot all water of the State so far as 
it can be usefully applied. The rights of 
individuals, obtained under existing laws, 
must be fairly protected. 
Through tho 
right of eminent domain the State is in a 
Condition to control the waters as its in­ 
terests may require. 
I deprecate hasty ac­ 
tion, yet 1 believe in prompt and vigorous 
consideration of the subject as the best wis­ 
dom of the people may determino. 
1 don' t 
whether we arc prepared at present to fully 
determine the '.visest policy lo pursue, and 
I would be glad if the present Legislature, 
now in session—unless they are very clever 
themselves as to what ought to he doue— 
it they were to appoint a committee of 
their number to report on tlie entire matter 
at the next regular session of their body. 
We want more information on the subject. 
The water required iu a district depends 
very much on ¡he natural rainfall, 
in tbe 
northern districts, where the rainfall is 
great, the amount of water required is na­ 
turally less than in the lower parts of the 
State, where the rainfall is small. 
W ith ^ 
proper system of rain gauges established in 
the different districts we could determine 
what quantity of water would be needed 
for each district and the streams could be 
distributed accordingly.” 
Conversing on the subject of recent ngi- 
lations and methods of expressing public 
sentiment, Senator Stanford remarked : “ I 
think that newspapers do a vast amount o f 
good in the country. 
When the public 
press earnestly believes in rhe existence in 
the country of a false education or errone­ 
ous opinion it can easily make a public 
sentiment to correct it. 
i regard boycot­ 
ting as only a temporary evil, as 1 see that 
the entire press is entirely against it. Our 
people will find that they m ici always re­ 
yard the just rights o f olhtrs. If labor dots 
anything to jeopardize its legitimate influ­ 
ence it will injure itself. The labor of a 
workingman is his capital, and its value de­ 
pends on its power of production. I have 
no special objection, to the eight-hour law, 
but I do think it unwise to restrict the 
iiours in a calling where more than eight 
hours can be employed without any physi­ 
cal injury to tlie laborer, because the la­ 
borer is most interested in the productive 
power of his (oil ; impair his power cl’ 
labor and you impair Lis principal capital. 
I know no stronger illustration of labor be­ 
ing compensated according to its power of 
production than is to be found in the fact 
that a laborer on tlie banks of the Nile 10 
ceivcs as hi« daily pay for raising wheat, a 
red radish. 
In India for similar work tiie 
laborer obtains live ceDt- a day, while here­ 
in California ha gets $2 
They all send 
their wheat to a common market—Eng­ 
land—and a kernel of win nt raised in Cali­ 
fornia will sell for the same price there as 
a kfriie! grown in India or on the banks c.f 
the Nil»-, and the reanon why s farmer in 
California ran pay the high rate of wages 
which lie does is became the laborer here 
produces so much more than does tho la­ 
borer in India or on the banks of the Nile. 
We see here in this State wheat cut, 
thrashed end put in the sack for a cent 
and a half the 100 pounds. Here in this 
State the laborer calls to his aid labor- 
saving machines: in the other countries 
mentioned there Is scarcely anything used 
beyond physical power. 
In our country 
more than any other country in the world 
labor-saving machines ere used, ami onr 
great prosperity is owing very largely to 
the proper application and direction of la­ 
bor with all Ihe aid that an intelligent 
people can supply. 
My idea is that what 
we want is to improve tlie intelligence of 
all classes in the country, and particularly 
tbe intelligence of the laborer. 
The pecu­ 
liarity of our situation and ourcomparative 
freedom from war gives to us the opportu­ 
nity to consider more carefully rhe eleva­ 
tion of the masses than has been possible 
in other countries. Our government rests 
on the theory of tlie inalienable rights o f 
man. All other governments, whether re­ 
publican or monarchical, have l>een found­ 
ed hv force arid exist on force. During this 
period of universal peace w s behold an 
army in Europe <>f 4,000 000 oldiers,which 
is maintained solely but for one or two 
purposes—either to resist egi.n 
:»n or to 
commit it. As these governments have 
been founded on force, and are maintained 
by force, the lir*t consideration of fluir 
statesmen is how to strengthen lb s powfr 
of tlie Government ; that has boon an I is 
still the object they have in view. 
The la­ 
boring ruan is above all others the most in­ 
terested in preserving the rights o f j>rop- 
prty. f >r all projieriy is the fruit of labor, 
and as the value ot labor will depend on 
its greatei ability to supnly tho ivattis of 
mankind, the great consideration of Ihe 
statesman should be to edúcale and increase 
the power of the laborer. 
“ When 1 was in Europe one thing which 
struck me as surprising was the great ex ­ 
penditure in tho maintenance of soldiers ; 
nut what to me was much more surprising 
still was the great waste of labor which I 
noticed. The wheat crop of California this 
year will, it is estimated, yield breadstuff* 
tor twenty millions of people, and to pro­ 
duce that c-normoin quantity only 125.000 
men, women and children arc engaged in 
agricultural pursuits. 
All our other agri­ 
cultural industries are nlw> in a flourishing 
condition. This is entirely attributable to 
the fact that labor is ao intelligently di­ 
rected cm! applied. 
In Bavaria, which has 
a population o f «ryen millions, and is 
neither a commercial nor a manufacturing, 
but a imrely ugrieaitural country, the peo­ 
ple, who are tiie most industrious in the 
world, find themselves at tho end of each 
year as poor sw when it began, anil all 
owing to the fact tt.at their labor is not intel­ 
lectually directed or applied. They dig tbe 
ground with rite gp ide to sow the wheat, 
and when it ripens they cut it with tbe 
sickle, and the nten and women— for the 
women are as industrious there os the men 
—carry the sheaves to the village, where it 
is thrashed out with tiie Mail. These peo- 
jde exjiort not a grain, and aptly illustrate 
the great loss arising from the waste of 
labor by its not being intellectually dirertod 
and apjiiied.”

SENATOR STANFORD’S VIEWS. 


We publish this morning some expres­ 
sions of opinion on public questions by 
Senator Leland Stanford, as reported in a 
San Francisco journal. The position of 
Jdr. Stanford as a United States Sen­ 
ator, his broad knowledge of the country, 
his patriotic devotion to the principles 
and practice of free government, and his 
well-known 
conservatism and calm of 
mind, render his expressions of more than 
usual interest. Of course such a man 
knows that every word he utters on public 
questions will he keenly criticised. We 
m ar, therefore, conclude that his sentences 
were chosen 
to express precisely the 
thought he entertains, and so as to prevent 
any misconception of his views. lie ex­ 
plains the failure of the sweet wine bill, 
and expresses the hope of its early passage 
next session. On the subject of irrigation, 
it will be seen that he takes a broad view, 
and recognizes the necessity of an irrigation 
system that will accomplish the greatest 
good for California without infringement 
of 
vested 
rights. 
Deprecating haste, 
which 
generally 
results 
in 
ill, 
ho 
nevertheless 
favors 
vigorous 
consid­ 
eration 
of 
the 
subject 
and 
the 
•peediest possible 
attainment of 
ends 
that the Ixvrt wisdom of the people may 
resolve upon. He rather favors State 
control, but believes that the present 
Legislature should set on foot inquiry for 
the development of all the factors of the 
problem, that final action may be intelli­ 
gently taken. 
lie is certainly correct in 
stating that more information is needed on 
the subject. 
On the question of the 
recent 
agitation, 
he 
reiterates 
his 
belief that every human right must be re­ 
garded in every progressive step taken by 
the country. 
His views on the labor ques­ 
tion are in consonance with his previously 
expressed opinion on that subject, and are 
full of tej ts for thoughtful reflection. He 
does not fail to reiterate his opinion that 
the good of the country is best conserved 
by the enlargement of the intelligence of 
the people. 
The keystones of the arches 
of our governmental structure are the in­ 
alienable rights of the citizen, and their 
preservation from any and all trespass. 
Other Governments exist by force behind 
them, and antagonistic to the ruled; ours by 
the consent of the governed, who are thus 
their own rulers. 
As the intelligence op 
the masses is enlarged we must expect 
broader views of free government, deeper 
appreciation of the truths of democracy, 
and consequent greater strength and com­ 
pactness and security in government. As 
property is the fruit of labor, the laboring 
man is most deeply interested in throwing 
about it all guards necessary to its acquisi­ 
tion and preservation. As the value of 
labor depends on the greater ability to sup­ 
ply man’s wants, the chief consideration 
should lie to educate, and to increase the 
intellectual power of the laborer, that his 
eflbrt may be applied in the best direction 
and to the production of the best results. 
These are, briefly, the views of a great 
employer, a broad observer, and a sincere 
patriot. 
They are truths with which issue 
cannot be taken. It is not an age of brawn, 
but an era of brain and brawn. The physi­ 
cal effort directed by the best developed 
intellectuality will produce the most and 
the best, and the results of the production 
will thus be best applied to the strengthen­ 
ing of free government and the coaserva- 
tion of peace and content. 


EXTRADITION TREATIES. 


That the United States Senate adjourned 
without ratifying the new extradition 
treaty with Great Britain should not be 
taken by those who fear they may be 
caught in its meshes as at all indicative of 
final action by this Government in the 
matter. 
Dynamiters, embezzlers and de­ 
faulters need not congratulate themselves. 
Civilization is not a failure. 
It would be, 
if such a reciprocation of favor in the pun­ 
ishment of crime should fail. Since 1842 
the American criminal could, by a few 
ahort steps, escape the grip of justice by 
decamping to British territery. The of­ 
fenses excepted were few and only of the 
graver criminal order. It is proposed now 
by both nations to include a wider range 
of crimes against society for which of­ 
fenders may be extradited. 
Ibis probable 
that the Senate had not time in which to 
fully consider the “ reach” of the treaty 
as to semi-political offenses, as we may 
term them, embraced in the new conven­ 
tion, and by which we mean attempts to 
massacre by the use of explosives. It is 
not at all likely that either country will 
ever agree to make political offenses extra­ 
ditable, but they may covenant that the 
dynamite theory of revolution is not of 
political character. 
It is assassination in 
its ultimate, and nothing less. 
We are to have an extradition treaty 
with Japm , also, and it is a gratifying 
convention. 
It is to include as extradita­ 
ble offenses:

W hile 
it is provided that there shall be no extra­ 
dition for jiolitical offenses, still the clause 
referred to will reach most of Anarchist 
assaults, while those against individuals, 
and not against ikrueturca, will be covered 
by the first provision quoted. 


THE CASE OF 8QUIBE. 


Iiollin M. Squire, Commissioner of Pub­ 
lic Works for New York City, first came 
to notice in Vermont as editor of a spirit­ 
ualistic sheet and a manager of public 
spirit seances. Some six years ago he 
came to New York, and being a pushing 
man of good address and any amount of 
check, he got into the political activities 
of that time in short order. Mayor Ed- 
son knew him in early life and gave him 
a M lift ” by making him Commissioner of 
Public Works. 
It appears now that he 
began to make corrupt bargains at once- 
and to use his oiliee for vicious ends. 
It 
turns out that prior to taking office he 
bargained with a “ County Democracy ” 
boss, Maurice B. Flynn, as follows: 


N e w Y o r k , December 2 0 ,1S84. 
Maurice B. Flynn, Frmj — D e a r S i r : In consid­ 
eration of your securing not less than four 
County Democracy Aldermen who shall vote 
for my confirmation as Commissioner of Public 
Works, in the event that the Mayor shall send 
in my name for that office, I hereby agree to 
place my resignation as Commissioner, in case 
of confirmation, in your hands whenever you 
may demand the^ame. and further, to make no 
appointments in said office without your ap 
proval, and to make such removals therein as 
you may suggest and request, and to transact 
the business of said office as yon may diroot. 
Very truly yours, 
H o l l ín M. Sq u ir e . 
The genuineness of this letter Is beyond 
dispute. Both Flynn and Squire have 
been indicted by the grand jury. If there 
were no other reason assigned for Squire’s 
removal from 
office, the letter quoted 
would he amply sufficient. The publicity 
of the scandal serves to again make prom­ 
inent the viciousncss of New York politics 
under boss management. The exposure of 
Squire’s rascality is going on from day to 
day and opens up to public view the ghast­ 
ly mockery of municipal government in 
that metropolis wherever it is touched by 
the finger of a political boss. Hubert O. 
Thompson died to some purpose, since it 
was by reason of his death that the expos­ 
ure of Squire has been effected. 
Thomp­ 
son was the keeper of many a political 
secret, and this letter to Flynn, among 
ot hers, was found among his efiects. 


W h a t we pointed out would be the le­ 
gitimate result of the strike agitation is 
coming to pass. 
If workingmen organize 
to compel employers to adopt a certain 
policy or accept punishment, employers 
may organize to compel employes to con­ 
form to certain regulations. There can be 
no answer to the statement. The logic of 
the doctrine of coercion by strikes touches 
both employer and employed alike. The 
workingmen of the country are too intelli­ 
gent to suppose that employing interests 
would fail to avail of organization in re­ 
sistance. 
That must have been foreseen 
and expected. 
A movement against labor 
unions is already seen at nearl^every man­ 
ufacturing center. 
The inill-owners at 
Augusta, Georgia, have organized against 
trades-uaions, and propose to make the 
Knights of Labor raise a strike at that 
place by shutting down all the mills. A 
shoe manufacturer at Lynn, Massachusetts, 
who employed seven hundred men, closed 
his establishment, and refused to resume 
work until his men agreed to leave the 
unions to which they belonged. 
A pro­ 
tective association to resist the interfer­ 
ence of trades-unions has been formed by 
the New England textile manufacturers. 
In other sections like action is being taken. 
Instead of broadening contention their pol­ 
icy narrows it. 
It simply makes the 
whole labor agitation take to the field of 
reason and debate, and abandon the arena 
of coercion and force. 


A n x ie t y to defend is almost invariably 
indicative of fear of conviction. The San 
Francisco Examiner keeps the case of its 
reporter, held for contempt of Court, in Its 
columns. Indeed, it declares daily that the 
man has done no wrong, and that the 
privileges of a newspaper rise superior to 
the order of a Court closing its doors upon 
publicity of a scandalous case. The Exam­ 
iner protests too much. 
11 is a bad sign. 
It knows, as does every lawyer and citizen 
possessing ordinary reasoning powers, that 
its publication of proceedings in Court, 
placed under the ban by the Court, was a 
contempt, and th a t/its refusal to disclose 
the source of its information is an aggrava­ 
tion of the offense. 


I t is not often that the New York 
Herald indulges in wisdom. 
Its editorials 
are mainly written under whip and spur 
so as to sail in the same breeze with news. 
But now and then its writers manage to 
wedge in a bit of sound expression such as 
this: 
Bomb-throwing and incendiary demonstrations 
are an inexcusable blunder, because they put 
the end sought further off and make It harder 
to roach. Reform by lawful and orderly means 
is always possible, lor the bulk of our peopla 
are only too glad to make changes which will 
improve the condition of any aggrieved clas*. 


T h e Examiner asks: 
Is there really 
such a thing in San Francisco as a Repub­ 
lican party?” 
It will find out in the ides 
of November. 
Why, neighbor, haven’t 
you kept the line standing in your edito­ 
rial columns for weeks, “ Turn the rascals 
out ” ? And to whom did you refer but 
members of the Republican party in San 
Francisco who arc in office ?

THE DEL VALLK BILL. 
The special order for the day was I*el Valle’s 
Senate bill. No. 16, “ An Act concerning the 
ownership, appropriation, diversion and use of 
waters in this .r-tate.” The bill is as foilDWU : 
Section 1. The waters of all natural streams 
w ithin the State are hereby declared to be the 
property oí the public, and dedicated to the usé 
of the people of the State. Such waters may be 
diverted and u>ed for irrigation or other bene­ 
ficial purposes under regulations prescribed by 
la w ; provided, that navigation in navigable 
streams under the control of the United Mates 
shell not be impaired : and provided, that the 
rights now acquired to appropriate, divert and 
u*e water shall not be impaired so long as such 
water is applied to the purposes for w hich the 
sftjne has been appropriated or for other bene­ 
ficial uses. 
Section 2. All Acts and parts of Acts which 
conflict in any way with the provisions of this 
Act are hereby re j»eaied. 
Section 3. This Act shall take effect from and 
after its passage. 
Del Valle said he understood there was a great 
deal of objection to some of the provisions of 
the bill, and indeed he was not him self pleased 
with all its features. He thereiore moved to 
strike out th e last provision of Section 1, and 
insert in lieu thereof the following: “ Pro­ 
vided, that the bank owners on any such stream 
shall be entitled to th e amount ot water here­ 
tofore used by him for domestic purposes and 
the wateriDg of live stock : but such water may 
te furnished to such bank owner by ditch or 
otherwise.” 
The author remarked that many persons 
seemed to be of the opinion that the bill, in its 
original form, would wipe out all rights of ripa­ 
rian owners to the use ot water, while this 
amendment would preserve the rights already 
enjoyed. The law now holds that the riparian 
owner has the right to water sufficient for do­ 
mestic purposes and the watering of 6tock. and 
the friends of appropriation hud no desire to 
disturb this right. 
Cross said this seemed to him like the first at­ 
tempt that had been made to give the riparian- 
ist anything at all. Under this amendment 
water might be brought to him, even though it 
were taken in buckets, lie would like the 
amendment in print so that he could study and 
come to fully comprehend it. lie had about 
made up his mind that the ripariauists were not 
to be allowed anything at all in the way of 
water. Presumably it was the intent of this 
amendment to give him the same quantity of 
water he had heretofore used. He thought, 
however, it should he amended so as to provide 
that the ripurianist should have continually the 
same amount of water he now has. He would 
like tore* the amendmeut put in cueh shapu 
that its intent and scope could not be misunder­ 
stood. 
De i.ong moved to amend the amendment by 
providing also that the bank owner» should 
nave “ water for irrigation purposes to such an 
extent asfcshall have been diverted at the time 
of the passage of this Act.” 
Del Valle moved to amend the hitter amend­ 
m ent by inserting the word “ artificial” before 
“ irrigation.” 
Spencer thought it hardly within the compre­ 
hension of Senators to understand the import of 
the several amendments without having them 
in print. He understood Senator Del Valle’s 
amendment to provide that if a riparianist had 
not heretofore used water i »r irrigating or do­ 
mestic purposes, he would, hereafter, be de­ 
barred front using it for these purposes. Thut is, 
the man who now watered ten head of cattle 
could uot. under this amendment, have water 
for fifty head in the future. It must be ten or 
nothing. 
De Long said perhaps lie had been rather 
hasty in accepting Dei Valle’s amendmeut to 
his own, which provided for “ artificial” irriga­ 
tion. He was allowed to withdrawn his accept­ 
ance. 
Del Valle explained at some length the m ean­ 
ing and effect ot his first umendinent. 
Chandler liked the original bill as well os the 
amendment. 
The latter would take every­ 
thing from the riparianLt and give it to the up- 
propriator. As a farmer, he would rather have 
the water come to him ju s before, in its natural 
channel and volume, rather than have it dealt 
out to him in meager quantity, through pi¡>es. 
The hitter proposition did uot to him look fair, 
and he would have to vote agaim t it. 
McClure offered to aim nd Del Valle's am end­ 
ment by m aking it read that the hank owner 
shall have all the water he “ may require. ’ in­ 
stead of equal lo what he had heretofore used. 
He spoke at length in support of this pro­ 
position 
and 
the 
general 
merits of the 
bill. The purpose should be to guarantee to the 
riparian owner the quantity of water required 
by him for domestic purposes, and at the same 
time to save to the people the beucfit ofthe sur­ 
plus waters (which amounts to about three- 
fourths the original volume) that are wasted by 
evaporation and soil absorption. If this saving 
can be accomplished by piping, etc., and water 
sufficient for the needs of irrigation be hud 
without dim inishing the volume as it reaches 
the riparianist, all the better. If the riparianist 
is now entitled to one-fourth of the water in a 
stream, he should have i t ; but the irrigators 
should have the right to use the other three- 
fourths that would otherwise go to waste. Jf 
you say to the riparian owner, “ You arc en­ 
titled to all you may require for domestic pur­ 
poses, the watering of stock aud for reasonable 
irrigation,” that W ould be only fair. 
This 
amendment contemplates simply a legislative 
declaration that the riparian owuer shall have 
what is right and proper. 
Saxe thought the riparian owner was entitled 
to the natural flow of water to a reasonable ex­ 
tent hut uot to have the water conveyed to him 
in pipes below the point where it would na­ 
turally siuk in the bed of the stream. Hi should 
not have what had been denied by the Al­ 
mighty. 
boone moved to postpone the consideration of 
the subject until the following day. The pro­ 
posed amendments were burdened with great 
importance, and he thought they should be 
printed so that Senators might study them and 
consider their import. [The motion was subse­ 
quently withdrawn.] 
McClure understood the Del Valle bill to draw 
the line tightly between the ripariauists and 
irrigators. He recognized the rights of the ri- 
pananists ns they exist. If. as hud been said, 
they are often themselves irrigators, that is an­ 
other thing, as they must have become so under 
the law’. The friends of irrigation arc willing, 
by legislative declaration, to recognize ri­ 
parian rights by allowiug water to be used by 
the bank owners for domestic and livestock 
purposes, but were opposed, at this time, to go­ 
ing beyond this. He argued that the only way 
by which a conclusion could be arrived at at 
this time was by recognizing the clear-cut quesr 
tion as between riparian rights and appropria 
tion. aud by not m ixing matters up as proposed 
by the amendment providing to allow the ripa­ 
ria nist W ater for irrigation. 
spencer spoke at length against the bill. He 
declared thut it was neither right, nor just, uor 
lawful to deprive the ripariau owners of their 
acquired rights. The latter are willing to give 
the surplus waters to the irrigators, but do not 
propose to allow them all the water and then 
accept whatever quantity they may see lit to 
give back in pipes or such vessels os they rai^ht 
choose to use for the purpose. He maintained 
that the effect of the proposed amendment 
would be to establish the rights of appropriators 
to the use of the water. Its wording was decep­ 
tive, by pretending to make some concession to 
the ripariamsts, while in reality it did not. 
Cross could not sec what harm could result 
from speaking right out aud telling what the 
amendment proposed to do, He reviewed the 
law of water and oiher property rights, anil 
showed how, in early days, the miner’s right to 
a sufficient flow of water upon his river-bed 
claim was always recognizeu by those above 
him on the stream and upheld by the Courts. 
To the water question as it stands to-day he ap­ 
plied the same rule. He believed the effect of 
the amendmeut would be to establish the rights 
of prior appropriators to the runniug waters of 
the8ta*e. If he were going to be executed he pre­ 
ferred being killed all at once, rather than be 
destroyed by piece meal. “Things,” he said, 
“are generally done ou a grand scale here in Cal­ 
ifornia, aud, if we are going to rob the riparian­ 
ist. let us do it like gentiemeu highwaymen, 
and not like scavengers.” 
Johnson of Sonoma said he was not in happy 
accord with any of the proposed amendments. 
Under that offered by Senator DeLong, the irri­ 
gator might complain that it allowed too much 
water to be taken out by the riparianist, and 
the latter might object thnl iu some cases it cur­ 
tailed or shut off his own rights. All sides 
agree thut “vested rights” should not be taken 
from any person or class, but there is a question 
as to what constituted vested nghts. He wds 
not in favor of—as these amendments permitted 
—validating any act on the part of a riparianist 
that might do a wroug to another by decluriug 
his right to an unwarrantable use of water, aud 
simplv because he may have already used more 
than he required. 
The question being demanded, DeLong’s 
amendment was lost. 
Johnsou offered a substitute to Del Valle’s 
amendmeut, providing that “ nothing iu this 
Act shall be construed to im pair vested rights.” 
If, as had been so often asserted, the desire is 
not to disturb vested right, why not so expressly 
declare iu the bill? The Courts would settle the 
question as to what constitutes a vested right. 
As it is, neither side—ueither the irrigators uor 
the ripariauists—seem disposed to concede any­ 
thing. If we start out with the theory that the 
waters of the State belong to the people, we 
should make some reservation that will respect 
and protect those who have acquired certain 
privileges and ve.-ted rights under the law. 
On calling the roll Johnson’s amendment was 
adopted—ayes 21, noes 3. 
Spencer then moved to strike out after the 
worJs “ prescribed by law,” and insert the fol­ 
lowing: "Provided, that no diversion of water 
shall affect the right of any riparian proprietor 
to the use of so much of any natural body of 
water flowing through, over, or adjoining the 
land of any such proprietor as may be necessary 
for the watering ot stock, for domestic pur­ 
pose**. and for irrigation when practicable.” 
Whitney offered to amend Spencer’s amend­ 
meut by providing that the waters shall be 
saved from waste by the construction of ditches, 
canals, etc. Lost. 
Del Valle moved to amend by striking out 
“and for irrigation where practicable.” Lost. 
The ayes and noes were then demanded on 
Spencer’s amendment, with the following result:

Noes—Baldwin, Cross, Del Valle, Filcher, 
Hurlburt. Johnson of Sonoma. Kellogg, Lowe. 
Lynch, Mahler. 
McClure, Parkinson, Reddy, 
Routier, Sieelc, Wright—16 
Adjourned till Tuesday at 11 a. m.

IRRIGATION. 


S tate Engineer W in. H am . n a il B ises to 
. 
E xplain. 
The State Engineer. Mr. H all, has issued 
a second m em orandum on the irrigation 
question, in which he vigorously defends 
him self from the charge made by the San 
Francisco Chronicle that his plan for an 
irrigation system would encourage water 
monopoly. 
Mr. H all refers to the fact that 
his views expressed in m em orandum No. 1 
were advanced as early as 1878, when there 
was no issue of personality as to interests 
in water rights as now. 
lie calls attention 
to the fact that the very paper now charg­ 
ing him with favoring water monopoly de­ 
voted a column a n d a half to an approving 
review of the first volume of his report on 
irrigation, and which report covers the 
same ground taken iu m em orandum No. 1. 
The Engineer, by reference to published 
reports from hisutlice, replies to the charge 
that he has not given publicity to sim ilar 
information as appears iu engineering re­ 
ports in the colony of Victoria, ou irriga­ 
tion. 
He proves 
that the like infor­ 
mation relating to California was much 
fuller than in the,Victorian reprints, and 
cover in elaborate detail all the research 
thus far had concerning the flow of rivers, 
and the water supply of California. H e 
appeals to the legislators to say if it is true, 
as the Chronicle charges, that he has shown 
zeal in the interests ot prior appropriators. 
aud insists that he has taken no part iu 
the present controversy further than to 
counsel moderation, and to ai sw er qucs 
tions and furnish information when asked. 
H e declares that he has had no tim e to de­ 
bate the m atter, and has not done so, and 
has taken no part in the issue, ami th at his 
views now are as expressed in his official 
reports of 18SU and 1881. These denials 
and defenses Mr. H ail supplements by a 
chapter on the A ustralian system, prefacing 
it by saying that be has reported against 
general State construction, ownership and 
managem ent of works, and in lavor of State 
ownership,control aud regulation of streams 
and waters; that he has never advocated 
prior appropriation as a perm anent water- 
right system for the State, but lias criticised 
it as a crude custom, which would have at 
least to be hedged around with safeguards 
in the tinal laws. 
But lie says he has 
spokeu of the necessity for encouraging 
individual enterprise iu irrigation, and of 
allowing wide latitude in favor of irriga­ 
tion organization,and the necessity for form­ 
ing districts where circumstances admit. 
The pam phlet closes with a speech by A l­ 
lred beakin, Chief Secretary for Victoria, 
in presenting an irrigation measure. Mr. 
Deakin visited California and exam ined 
into our irrigation conditions.

HEREAS, THE LEGISLATURE OF THL 
State of California, at its Twenty-sixth 
Session, beginning on the fifth day of January, 
A. D. eighteen hundred and eighty five, two- 
thirds of all the members elected to each of the 
two Houses of said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed the following am endm ent of 
Sections One, Eight, Ten aud Eleven of Article 
Thirteen, of the Constitution of the State of 
California: 


A M EN D M EN T NIT H U E K ONE. 


S e c ti o n 1. All property iu the State, except 
railroads, not exem pt under the laws of the 
United States, shall be taxed in proportion to its 
value, to be ascertained as provided by law. 
The word property, as used iu this article and 
section, is hereby declared to include moneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchise» aim*all 
other matters and things, real, personal and 
mixed, capable of private ownership; pro, vied, 
that growing crop*, property used exclusively 
for public schools, and such as may belong to 
the United States, this State, or any county or 
municipal corporation w ithin this State, shall 
be exempt from taxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deemed to be and shall be 
assessed and taxed as a part of the realty: and 
provided further, that railroads shall be taxed as 
provided i 
. 
in Seciiou Ten ot this article; and 
provided further, that the Legislature mav pro­ 
vide for the exemption from taxation of ships 
and vessels owned and registered or enrolled iu 
this Mate, or may tax such ships and vessels on 
their gross or net earnings, in lieu ol an ad val­ 
orem tax. The Legislature may also provide, 
except iu case of credits secured by mortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits ofj 
debts due to bona fide residents *f this ^tate. 
Double taxation in any form is prohibited. 


Sec. 8. The Legislature shall, by law, require 
each taxpayer in this State to make and deliver 
to the County Assessor, annually, a statement 
nnder oath, setting forih specifically all prop­ 
erty, real and personal, except railroad property, 
as defined iu Section Ten of this article, owned 
oy such taxpayer, or in his possession or under 
his control, at twelve o’clock m eridian, on the 
first Monday in March. 


Sec. 10. All property, except lailroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall be assessed 
in the county, city, city and county, town, town­ 
ship, or district in which it is situated, in the 
m anner provided by law. Every corporation 
and person owning or operating a railroad, or 
any portion thereof, in this State, shall, ou or 
before the first day of July of each year, pay to 
the State Treasurer an annual lax of two and 
a half per cent upon the gr«ss earnings, earned 
within this State, of such railroad, for the year 
euding upon the thirty-first day of December 
next preceding, which tax shall be In lieu of 
all other State and county taxes upon the fran­ 
chise, business, right of way, roadway, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations and their 
appurtenances, and upon ferryboats, when op­ 
erated as a part of sucn railroad, and upon the 
shares of the c&pitul stock, and upon the m ort­ 
gages, deeds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by which a debt is secured upon ruch prop­ 
erty. A11 other property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person snail be assessed and taxed 
as other property is assessed and taxed. The 
gross annual earnings earned during the year 
ending on the thirty-first day ol December last 
preceding, of all railroads, shall be. annually, 
before the first day of May thereafter, ascertained 
and declared by the State Board of Equalization, 
under such rules and regulations as may be pre­ 
scribed by said Board; proridcd, however, that 
the Legislature may at any time pass laws pre­ 
scribing said rules and regulations. Iu all cases 
where railroads are situated partly within this 
State and partly without this títate, the gross an ­ 
nual earnings thereof shall be ascertained and 
determined by tak in g : 


Firti- The gross earnings which, during the 
year last preceding, have been earned wnolly 
w ithin this State. 


Second—The groflt earnings which, during the 
same year, have been earned partly within this 
State and rartly without this State, which shall 
be ascertained by apportioning such earnings 
between this State ana other States or Territo­ 
ries, in the proportion which the num ber of 
miles of such railroad situated in this State, and 
used in m aking such earnings, bears to**he 
whole num ber of miles thereof, by the use of 
which such earnings have been made. The pro­ 
portion of inténtate earnings thus ascertained 


f shall be added to the earnings made wholly 
* w ithin the State, and the total thus obtained 
t shall be taken aud deemed to be the gross earn» 
inii? of such railroads tor all purposes of assess­ 
m ent and taxation. For every purpose or this 
section, except for the purpose of ascertaining 
the proportion of interstate » arnings to be added 
to the earnings made wholly within this State, 
all railroads operated as one system shall be 
treated as one rosd. One-third of tho tux paid 
by corj>oratioii8 or persons owning or operating 
railroads under the provisions of this section 
shall beCiime part of the General fu n d of this 
State, and two Ihir Is therooi shall la* paid to 
the county or c«mr ies in wh.ch said rairo ad is 
situated, in proportion to the length of the rail­ 
road operated iu the several counties, hor the 
purposes of this section a consol¡ l&led city and 
county shnil he treated as a county. Any corpo­ 
ration’. awK-i* ion, partnership, person or per­ 
sons. unlawfully failing or refusing to pay the 
tax herein provided, when the same snail be­ 
come due. or w I liin thirty days thereafter, shall 
be deemed to have waived their right to operate 
their rail mads within this State. The taxea 
he rein provided for. together with eucb penalties 
as the Legislature may imf»ose for the non pay­ 
ment. thereof, shall be a lien upon the property 
hereinbefore iu this section designated, and may 
be enforced in such m anner as the Legislature 
may by law prescribe. All railroads, so far as 
the same are situated within the boundaries of 
any common school district, shall be subject to 
au r,d valorem tax for school purposes voted by 
the electors of the uistrict at a special election 
held for that purpose, the same as other prop­ 
erty situated w ithin the district, anything in 
this article to the contrary notwithstanding. 
Ami all railroads, as tar as they are situated 
within the boundaries of any incorporated city 
or town, *ball be subject to an ad valorem tax 
for municipal purjiotes the same as other prop­ 
erty situated therein, anything in this article to- 
the contrary notwithstanding. 


8ec. 11. Income taxes m ay be assessed and 
collected from persons, corporations, joint stock 
associations or companies,-resident or doinr 
business in this State, or any one or more of 
them, tn such ca«-es and amounts and in such 
m anner as shall be prescribed by law. No Court 
within this State shall have power, by injunc­ 
tion or otherwise, to interfere with, h in d -ro t 
delay the collection o: any tax laid under the 
form of law, except upon a showing that the 
same property has been taxed more than once 
for the same purpose in the same year, and then 
onl; ujKUi payment to the Tax Collector, or into 
Court, ot a sum equal to the amount of one ol 
the taxes so laid upon the property Iu question; 
provided, that in all cases actions may be m ain­ 
tained against the Tax Collect r to recover il­ 
legal taxes paid under protest. A11 such actions 
m ust be commenced w ithin thirty days after 
such illegal taxes have l>een paid. It shall bo 
the duty of the Courts in wnich such action* 
may be brouzht, to try them, upon the request 
of either party, in advance of ail other civil ao- 
tlons, and such taxes so paid under protest shall 
br* retained by the Tax Collector, or such other 
officer as the l egislature may designate, until 
such actiene shall have been finally decided. 


SC H E D U L E . 


Nothing in this am endm ent shall aflbct any 
assessment or tax heretofore made or levied, or 
interest thereon, or any penalty heretofore in­ 
curred, or any action or right of set ion on ac- 
ccount of any such assessment, tax, interest or 
penalty; and all laws in force at the adop- ion of 
this amendment, not inconsistent therewith, 
shall remain in Bill force and effect until altered 
or repealed by the Legislature. The first levy 
and payment of taxes against railroad property 
hereunder, shall be made- 
the Tear eighteen 
hundred aud eighty-six, and shall be upon the 
gross earnings, to be ascertained as herein pro­ 
vided, for the entire year of eighteen hundred 
and eighty-five. Taxation for the fiscal year 
ending June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and 
eighty five, is not affected by this amendment. 


Now, T h erefo re, pursuant to ihe provisions 
of the Constitution and an Act of the Legisla* 
ture, entitled “ An Act to Provide for the Sub­ 
mission of Proposed Amendments to the Con­ 
stitution of the State of California to the Quali­ 
fied Electors for their Approval, approved 
March 7th, A. D. 1683,” the said am endm ent is 
submitted to he voted upon, by ballot, by the 
qualified electors of the State on 


Tuesday, November 2 , 1886. 


The am endm ent 1» designated " Amemlment 
Number One,” and the b a l l o t s used at such 
election must contain the words, “ FOR TEK 
AMENDMENT Number One,” and the word*, 
" AGAINST THE AMENDMENT Number One,” 
written or printed thereon.

ises. The parties arrested declare that there 
is “ nothing in it,” as regards the assault to 
murder, but leave it to be inferred that 
there was an unpleasantness of a milder 
character. When Henry A. was swearing 
to his complaint the City Attorney in­ 
quired : “ Henry, what were you doing all 
this time?" to which he replied, “ I tell ye, 
if I’d had anything about me I'd made it 
bad for the whole of ’em.”

In Department One of the Superior 
Court, yesterday, James Woolf, who was 
recently held to answer in tlie Police Court 
on a charge of grand larceny, in robbing a 
man of $25, which he stole from his pockets 
while in a saloon, pleaded guilty and was 
sentenced to one year in the State Prison 
at Folsom. 
The Chinamen who were wounded by 
Lee Yee on Sunday, in consequence of 
trouble about hop-picking, were yesterday 
resting as comfortably as could he expected 
at the station-house, and both may yet re­ 
cover. Their friends pay them much at­ 
tention and give them excellent care. 
A. McK. Slorrie, one of the Grand Army 
delegates from tlie Department of Penn­ 
sylvania, writing to a gentleman said : “ i 
have attended the national encampments 
of the G. A. R. held at Philadelphia. Provi­ 
dence, Albany, Indianapolis, Baltimore, 
Denver, Minneapolis, Portland and San 
Francisco, and I have attended hundreds of 
camp-fires and reunions, but the entertain­ 
ment at the Pavilion, Sacramento, was the 
grandest thing in this line I ever saw.” 
The Chief Engineer of the Fire Depart­ 
ment yesterday made complaint at police 
headquarters relative to the misconduct of 
people who drive over the fire hose while 
it is stretched and full of water at fires.

were made yesterday, I street not being 
considered quite safe. Tbe Chinamen seem 
to have the b=st of the growers, as the hops 
must be picked immediately, and the pick­ 
ers have evidently been studying the "Mel- 
ican man” system of labor protection, with 
certain improvements of their own. 


M cW h orter’» E x a m in a tio n . 
The examination of Milton McWhorter, 
charged with the murder of T. G. Robin­ 
son, was commenced last evening in the 
Police Court-room before Judge Henry. 
Defendant and his little girl occupied seats 
just back of his attorneys, Senator Cross 
and Judge Craddock. The prosecution wat- 
represen ted by City Attorney Hart and 
District Attorney Buckley. The reading of 
the complaint was waived by the attorneys 
for the defense. The Conrt-room was well 
filled with spectators, among whom were 
many members of tbe Legislature. 
The first witness for the prosecution was 
Senator A. L. Chandler, one of the eye 
witnesses. His statement was the same as 
that given at the Coroner's inquest, a 
lengthy synopsis of which was published 
in these columns on Friday last. 
George R. Martin, the arresting officer, 
repeated the testimony given at tlie Coro­ 
ner’s inquest on Thursday evening last, a 
synopsis of which was published in Fri­ 
day's R ecord-Union, ad lingthat McWhor­ 
ter, while on his way to prison, said to 
Assemblyman Moffitt, in front of 
the 
Golden Eagle Hotel, when asked what was 
the matter, “ I have shot the spy and think 
I have killed him.” He recognized the 
pistols in Court as the ones he took from 
defendant and deceased. They were oftered 
in evidence by the prosecution and admit­ 
ted without objection. 
City Attorney Hart was placed upon the 
stand to prove an ante-mortem statement 
taken by him shortly after Robinson was 
shot. 
Senator Cross objected to its admission, 
upon the grounds that it did not appear 
from the evidence of witness that Robinson 
had made the statement expecting imme­ 
diate death. He must believe that he is 
standing upon the brink of the grave in 
order to make it admissible evidence. It 
then lias the solemnity of an oath or 
affidavit. When a man is standing beside 
the unknown river, with one foot in its 
dark wave, the spirit of retaliation or 
revenge has gone out of the man; he is at 
death's gate. 
An ante-mortem statement 
does net come of right, but when all these 
facts are shown to exist. 
District Attorney Buckley thought that, 
under tbe provisions of the code, this state­ 
ment was clearly admissible. 
Deceased 
was conscious of approaching death and 
dissolution—had lost all hope of recovery. 
The Court overruled the objection and 
witness read the statement deceased made 
to him on the evening of the homicide. 
The 
statement 
was published in the 
R ecord-U n io n of last Wednesday. 
Witness was asked many questions re­ 
garding the interview, which lie stated was 
obtained with some difficulty, the deceased 
being in great pain and surrounded by the 
weeping members of his family. 
The prosecution announced they had but 
one more witness, Dr. W. R. Cluness, and 
he was not present. 
The Court at 9:30 o’clock adjourned un­ 
til 9 a . m . to-day, at which time all the 
witnesses were notified to be present.
